The convention of the National 
brotherhood of Operative Potters of 
which Hast Liverpool Is the strong­ 
hold. to beheld In Wheeling beginning 
I til v \ will Im'the largest of its kind 
and most Important meeting of pot- 
: tory men In years. 
The attendance of delegates ex­ 
pected Is about ISO and of t hat num­ 
ber ii.', will tie from this city. 
Evans­ 
ville. 
Ko k o m o , 
Findlay, 
Tiffin, 
Kittanning, Heaver Falls, Wheeling 
and Cincinnati are among the pottery 
towns which will be represented by 
three or more delegates each, and the 
operatives in Wheeling are arranging 
to show their visiting brethren in the 
trade that East Liverpool is not the 
only town on earth where they can 
combine pleasure with business. 
From the strain of a conversation I 
which a prominent member of the 
kilnmen's local union, the strongest 
local In the city, numbering as it 
does, almost 250 men, s h o w s plainly 
that the Brotherhood will have some 
ticklish questions to handle. 
The 
potter was enthusiastic 
over the 
coming meeting when he said: 
“ We will have the greatest aud 
best meeting t Ids year we ever bad 
“Any particular reason?" queried 
the reporter. 
“ Well yes. 
Principally because we 
had about 700 members last year and 
now there are 1,500 In the Brother 
hood ranks. Our rules allow three dele­ 
gates for every loo members and you 
can rest assured that there will tie 
few absentees." 
“ H o w 
about Trenton; 
will 
the 
p o t t e r s there cut any figure at the 
convention?” was asked, after the 
other pottery towns had been named. 
Not In the way of delegates,’1 said 
the potter. 
“Trenton has a separate 
organization altogether. 
But we tmve 
Invited them to send delegates.” 
“ Will they not abide by what the 
Brot herhood does?” 
“ Now you have asked me a question 
no member of the Brot herhood will 
undertake to answer,” was the reply 
“ Youcan't gamble on what they will 
orwill notdo. Trenton does not af­ 
filiate with us, although I cannot say 
that it will be long before they are in 
the Brotherhood fold. Trenton went 
back on us and started to work at the 
reduction. 
Wheeling, of course, did 
the same thing, but t hey ■won’t do It 
again. They are in the Brotherhood 
now. 
But Trenton is just as liable to 
have a split as we are, and a little 
more so, and I think it will not be 
many moons before they see the value 
of national organization, especially 
when it is all gain and no loss. 
We 
may hear something more in th at line 
at the convention. 
“ Will there be anything of great Im­ 
portance at the coming meeting?” 
asked the reporter. 
“ Yes, several things; you see Tren­ 
ton’s working agreement expires on 
the thirteenth, 
lf Trenton makes a 
break we will have to do so too. 
But 
It will be nothing detrimental to the 
best Interests of the community lf we what the 
do.” Later the gentleman changed 
his opinion; said East Liverpool would 
not necessarily follow Trenton. 
“The question will be one of wages 
I presume?” 
“ Well—yes,” he admitted “but It is 
only barely passible; remember It Is 
not likely th a t we will have to do any­ 
thing in th at line at all. 
We are 
satisfied with things now.”

interview ended.
